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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 62-64,66 and 69-80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by EP 0308770 or DeSimone et al. 

See the appropriate paragraph of the 1 1/19/07 Office action. 

The 2/19/08 amendments have added the limitations claimed "... absorption pad 
that is located adjacent to the membrane strip ... the absorption pad covering an area 
under which the membrane strip is impacted by electromagnetic radiation." The contact 
of the seal(70) is adjacent to the strip(24). The claim language "...covering an area 
under which the membrane strip is impacted by electromagnetic radiation" has been 
properly read on the cited prior art that teaches first arm(76) under/biasing reagent 
pad(22) against the aperture bottom(44). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/19/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's state the cited prior fails to teach the claimed "... absorption pad that 
is located adjacent to the membrane strip ... the absorption pad covering an area under 
which the membrane strip is impacted by electromagnetic radiation." The Office 
maintains the instant claim language is sufficiently broad that it has been properly read 
on the cited prior art. Specifically, elastomeric seal(70) is positioned within the receiving 
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port. The seal(70) meets the claimed limitations to "... absorb stray light ... comprising 
an absorption pad that is located adjacent to the membrane strip The language 
"adjacent" is sufficiently broad to have been properly read on the seal(70) in contact 
with and adjacent to strip(24). The claim language "...covering an area under which the 
membrane strip is impacted by electromagnetic radiation" is not specific what structure 
is intended by "under" and has been properly read on the cited prior art that teaches 
first art(76) biasing reagent pad(22) against the aperture bottom(44). 

Applicants state the cited prior art fails to teach the light absorbing member 
providing calibration for the reading device. These remarks are not commensurate in 
scope with the pending claims that are not directed to calibration.
